Grinding Caustic Soda. 


Several patents have been granted for 
processes intended to overcome the difficulty 
encountered in the deliquescence of caustic 
soda when preparing that article for the 
market. One method has been to grind the 
caustic soda in heated apparatus and by 
another by mixing with it before grinding a 
certain quantity of dry soda. 

The first method is said to be difficult and 
costly, and the last, although not so expensive 
or difficult, is- asserted to be unnecessarily 
costly. 

A new process for triturating caustic soda 
is said to be less expensive. It is claimed 
that if caustic soda, after it has been broken 
up in the usual way, before feeding it into the 
mill is covered with a thin layer of powdered 
anhydrous or dry sulphate of soda, it can, 
after being thus treated, be easily pulverized 
without the application of heat in an ordinary 
apparatus suitable for such purposes—such as 
a disintegrator. The sulphate of soda in this 
state is very absorbent and keeps the caustic 
soda covered therewith from deliquescing. 
For this purpose dry salt-cake as it comes 
from the roaster-furnaces is preferably em- 
ployed and it should be as nearly free from 
salt or sodium chloride as possible, and must 
not contain any free sulphuric acid. Any 
other dry or anhydrous sulphate of soda can, 
however, be used with equal advant y 














dition, as it is then best adapted to envelop 
the pieces of caustic soda before grinding, so 
as to prevent its deliquescence. 

It is stated that four per cent. of this 
sulphate of soda is a sufficient quantity, but 
good results can be obtained with a smaller 
or larger proportion. 

The advantage of the use of dry sulphate of 
soda is that although it is quite as inactive 
when mixed with the caustic soda as carbonate 
of soda, it is at the same time much more 
eager to absorb moisture, and on this account 
a better preventative against the deliquescence 
of the caustic soda, and it is much cheaper. 
It does not injure the caustic soda, as the 
latter, as used in commerce, already contains 
sulphate of soda in a larger or smaller degree, 
and the proportion is only slightly increased 
by this process. 


Cutting Sheets with Oblique Edges 
from Webs of Paper. 








An illustration is given of a device for 
producing sheets of paper of a diagonal form 
while the paper web is being delivered from 
the paper-making machine, the object being to 
cut and manipulate the sheets of paper either 
in a wet or dry state, and convey them in 
proper order to a lay-boy. 

Figure 1 is a perspective view of a machine 
which illustrates the device ; Fig. 2 is a detail 
detached. 

In the drawings, A indicates the delivery 
end of an ordinary paper-making machine, 
and one of that class which is adapted to 
operate with or without a size-tub, B, whereby 
the paper is sized after leaving the driers and 
before being cut into sheets. A paper-cutting 
machine, D, is located at the end of the 
paper-making machine, and is adapted to be 
run by the latter by a suitable belt-connection 
from the machine over pulley 2 on the cutting- 
machine, or by other suitable means, so that 
the latter will convey the paper webs ¢c ata 
proper speed to correspond with that of the 
machine. This cutting-machine is provided 
with a rotating cutter, ¢, operating against the 
usual fixed cutter-bar. The cutter is operated 
by means of gear-connection, as shown, with 
the rollers at the top of the machine, and is 
hung in a line diagonal to the line of the move- 
ment of the paper webs ¢, 

To prevent one of the two sheets of paper 
vv, which are cut from the webs ¢ at each 
revolution of the cutter ¢, from reaching the 
lay-boy E before the other, sheet-governing 
devices, constituting what is called a ‘‘ sheet- 
retarder,” are provided in the cutting-ma- 
chine D: A shaft, ¢’, near the bottom of the 
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machine, is hung in the frame of the latter, 
and is rotated by suitable connection with the 
rollers above. On the near end of the shaft 
¢ is secured a cam, ¢, whose movement is in 
the direction of the arrow. 

On the side of the machine D, in studs o o 
projecting therefrom, is hung the rod /, which 
is capable of vertical reciprocating motion by 
means of the cam ¢, on which the lower end 
of the rod rests. A wedge, m, stands in a 
vertical position on the upper stud, 0, between 
rod f and the side of the machine, through 
which is formed the vertical slot 3. Two pa- 
per nippers i 7’, are attached to the upper end 
of the rod f. The lower nipper, #, is fixed on 
the shaft /, and the upper one, 7’, is pivoted 
thereon. A spring, ”, draws the nippers to- 
gether. A latch, J, is pivoted on the nipper 7’, 
and has its under side notched, so that the 
upper edge of the nipper 7 can enter it. (See 
Fig. 2.) The nippers 7 7 pass through the 
slot 3, and rest in such a position that the line 
of movement of the sheet of paper cut off by 
the high end of the cutter d is between the 
nippers. The lay-boy E 
may be of any of the well- 
known varieties, so that 
it be capable of receiv- 
ing the cut sheets and 
suitably depositing them 
in piles, y, in the usual 
manner. 

The operation of the 
machine is as follows: 
The main web of paper 

ne_is cut 
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into two webs, ¢ c, before 
it reaches the cutting- 
machine. When the paper 
is to be tub-sized, itis run 
through the size-tub and 
then to the cutter. In 
this case itis cut in a wet 
state and subsequently 
dried. Owing to the 
sharp diagonal position 
of the cutter d relative to 
the line of movement of 
the webs ¢, it is obvious 
that one of the sheets 
will be severed in advance of the other, and 
that one will be the one which the high end of 
the knife d acts on ; but in order that the sheets 
shall be both conveyed to the lay-boy within 
the same time it is obvious that the first cut- 
off sheet must not be allowed to reach the lay- 
boy before the second cut does. Therefore 
the nippers 7 7 are adapted to operate as 
follows, and regulate the movement of the 
first cut sheet to that of the second: When 
the higher end of the cutter d is about to cut 
a sheet, the cam ¢ has carried the rod / 
up, and the nippers 7 7’ are brought near the 
cutter and the sheet between them, and an in- 
stant previous to the severing of the sheet the 
end of the lever J strikes a projection on the 
inside of the machine-frame, whereby its op- 
posite end is disengaged from the nipper i, 
letting the nipper 7’, actuated by the spring #, 
swing against the sheet, whereby the latter is 
held between the two. The sheet at the lower 
end of the cutter d is severed instantly after 
the first, and the movement of the cam ¢ is so 
timed that the end of the rod / drops off the 
high end of the cam ¢, when the second sheet 
is severed, and having fallen to the position 
shown in Fig. 1 the wedge m is driven be- 
tween the nippers, opening them and letting 
both sheets fall together on the lay-boy. 

By these means two sheets of paper of 
diagonal form are cut at each rotation of the 
cutter, and their movements are properly gov- 
erned. 
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Oxycellulose. 





I must mention the interesting obser- 
vations of Witz, at Rouen, on oxycellulose or 
hydrocellulose. To this investigator we owe 
the first instructions on a modification which 
is being incessantly effected before our eyes 
in the cellulose of all vegetable fibres. Under 
the action of oxidizing agents, and especially 
of the oxycompounds of chlorine, cellulose is 
transformed into a new substance, on the 
chemical nature of which there is still a differ- 
ence of opinion, Witz calls it oxycellulose ; 
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Cross, who has made important studies on 
this body, names it hydrocellulose. However 
this may be, this substance possesses a great 
affinity for coloring matters. 

Textile fibres (vegetable) converted super- 
ficially into oxycellulose are dyed directly in 
solutions of the aniline colors, while pure 
cellulose is not dyed. This is the reason why 
paper attracts coloring matters from their 
solutions. The manufacture of paper includes 
atreatment with chloride of lime. But the 
more paper has been bleached, the more color 
it takes up. We may, by means of an elegant 
experiment, prove that the attraction of colors 
by paper is due to this cause. We write upon 
paper with a solution of chlorate of aluminium, 
containing a little chloride of vanadium. As 
it dries up, the chlorate is decomposed, and 
there is a formation of oxycellulose. If we 
introduce the paper thus prepared into a solu- 
tion of methylene blue, the oxycellulose at- 
tracts the coloring matter, and the writing, 
which was previously colorless, appears deep 
blue on a light-blue ground. 



















FOR CUTTING SHEETS OF PAPER WITH OBLIQUE EDGEs. 


Oxycellulose is not merely produced by 
violent reagents, but also by the oxygen of the 
air under the influence of light. 

Garments which have been worn are con- 
verted into oxycellulose in the parts which 
have been most exposed to the air, which acts 
like a mordant. If these tissues are dyed 
afresh, the parts which have been most ex- 
posed to the air attract the coloring matter 


more than others, and thus spoil the result. 
” * © * * x 


Another interesting fact: Vegetable fibre 
can decompose certain alkaline salts, and ap- 
propriate one of the bodies which they contain. 
This observation is recent. 

If we plunge cotton into a solution of the 
sesquioxide of chrome combined with soda, 
the solution is decomposed. The soda lye is 
set at liberty, and sesquioxide of chrome is 
deposited upon the fibre. This process of 
mordanting is capable of receiving very ex- 
tended application.—Dr. O. Witt, in Chemical

A British Growl. 


While English paper manufacturers 
have very little to hope from their own gov- 
ernment, which, on the principle of buy- 
ing in the cheap (and nasty) market, 
gives its contracts for post cards and other 
matters to foreign competitors who are 
willing to supply them of material the use of 
which turns out to be unsatisfactory to the pub- 
lic here, they (the English paper makers) are 
also exposed to incalculable injury by the 
frauds perpetrated by unscrupulous Germans, 
who send inferior paper into British, foreign 
and colonial markets with the forged water- 
marks of superior English qualities. It is ex- 
pected that our markets here will shortly be 
flooded with German papers of the cheaper 
sort, and we may expect that forgeries of 
well-known English makes will arrive also. 

Of course, under a settled regime of free 
trade, manufacturers cannot grumble that a 
hundred and sixty-eight German paper makers 
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propose to goin for the Mitscherlich process 
for producing wood pulp, in order to flood the 
markets of the world with common paper. 
They have already brought prices down to so 
low an ebb that, even with their 
wages paid to workmen, who 
no English mechanic or English 
would consent to live, and with cheaper 
material, and (as they conceive) the ben- 
efits to be derived from protective duties, 
they find that they are cutting their own 
throats by having brought down prices below 
a remunerative level, even in paper made for 
the purpose of swamping the British market, 
and with all the additional advantages of the 
forgery of British watermarks. They are now 
preparing to mitigate the evil by extending it 
to foreign and colonial markets. 

The result is that they are robbing us of our 
good name abroad and in our own colonies, as 
well as at home, and we seem to be helpless 
until we can devise some means of gibbetting 
the thieves before the whole world. This 
might be effected if English paper manufac- 
turers were more united. 
They do not, as a settled 
principle, maintain an 
association which, if they 
would only make use of 
it, could be made the 
means of remedying 
many of the evils of 
which they complain.

“ in communication with 
| the Foreign Office and 
with the Board of Trade, 
and to their representa- 
tions have been greatly 
due the wider and more 
useful intelligence which 
we now receive in the re- 
ports of British consuls 
in various parts of the 
globe. The same means 
might be used to frustrate 
the nefarious attempts of 
our German rivals to 
palm off spurious merchandise as British manu- 
facture by the expedient of forging the names 
and trade-marks of British firms upon wrappers 
or upon the articles themselves. The members 
of the trade here have fallen into the inexcusa- 
ble error that there can be a paper makers’ asso- 
ciation in name which ought to do all the work 
of an association in reality. That is to say, 
that having an institution so organized that it 
is capable of completely representing and vin- 
dicating the interests of the trade, they leave 
its president and committee alone, and think 
themselves rather badly used if they are asked 
to send in their annual subscriptions, while as 
to attending the meetings regularly, such a 
notion scarcely enter into their imaginations. 
Their foreign competitors may well chuckle 
over their indifference to combined action, and 
especially when they know that the work of a 
properly-supported association should begin at 
home. It should reach out a strong arm to 
put down the people who introduce this fraud- 
ulent paper to the retail trade here, and often 
ata very little if any lower price than should 
be charged for the genuine article. 

Already, as we understand, the German 
manufacturers, with a bland and childlike look 
of astonishment at our claims for the observ- 
ance of ordinary international morality, are 
declaring that the German papers bearing 
forged water-marks are quite as good, or, at 
all events, very nearly as good, as the makes 
which they pretend to be. It is a pretty 
answer to our complaints, and shows that the 
susceptibilities of the people who commit the 
offense, if they ever had any conscience, 
have been deadened by long indulgence 
in crime. We ought to try to save our 
own countrymen from the same damnation 
by effectually warning them in time that the 
name of any one discovered dealing in foreign 
forged papers will be published just as the 
names of shopkeepers are published for the of- 
fense of keeping false weights and selling 
adulterated goods. There should be no con- 
sideration whatever shown in such cases, and 
it is the duty of the trade to strengthen the 
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hands of the association for the express pur- 
pose of organizing a plan for the detection and 
exposure of the offenders. Then we may ask 
the Foreign Office to aid us in stretching out a 
longer arm to our colonial and foreign mar- 
kets that the good name and the honor, as 
well as the commercial prosperity of England, 
may not be dragged in the dust by unscrupu- 
lous foreign competitors.— Paper Makers’ 
Monthly Journal,

Preparation of Mineral Filling. 





This relates to a method of preparing 
mineral filling for paper-makers’ use, the ob- 
ject being to provide such filling in an im- 
proved condition for its introduction into 
the beating-engines with the paper stock, and 
for its transportation and handling, whereby 
the inconveniences and uneven mixing of the 
filling with the stock, resulting from the use 
of prepared gypsum and similar substances in 
a dry and in a semi-fluid state, are obviated, 
and the greater part of the expense of trans- 
portation in the latter condition is saved, and 
the quality of the paper is improved. 

It has been the practice heretofore, where 
the mineral filling has been shipped to the 
mills in a dry condition, to introduce it into 
the beating engines to be mixed with the 
stock in the form of a dry impalpable white 
powder, which, when properly mixed with 
the paper-stock in the beating engine of a 
paper mill, produces a quality of ¢ 

sa wn oa ' 


the mill by reason of its lightness and conse- 
quent tendency to permeate the air of the 
room where it is handled, and a more serious 
trouble still arises from its use in the dry 
state—namely, the great difficulty of evenly 
mixing such a dry element with water and 
ground stock in the engine, as it is liable to 
separate into separate bubbles, balls or groups, 
acting as any dry powder naturally does when 
put into water. Thus the powder does not 
become evenly amalgamated with the stock, 
and consequently a mottled or spotted appear- 
ance is given to the surface of the finished 
paper. These inconveniences have been sought 
to be overcome by mixing the powder at the 
place of its manufacture with a sufficient quan- 
tity of water to give a fluid condition to the 
whole mass, and shipping it in barrels to the 
paper mills; but this was found to entail too 
much expense in proportion to the actual 
amount of the powder handled. 

In order te obviate these inconveniences 
the calcined gypsum is prepared by agitating 
it with water until it has lost entirely its set- 
ting or hardening quality or tendency, and 
then it is pumped into a suitable press, similar 
to those used in the manufacture of linseed- 
oil, &c., having cells adapted to receive a cer- 
tain quantity of the mixed powder and water, 
and to give to the same, after requisite press- 
ure, the form of a block, preferably rectangu- 
lar, a convenient size for such blocks to per- 
mit of easy handling being about eighteen 
inches square by four inches thick. This mix- 
ture in the press is submitted to sufficient 
pressure to cause all but about 25 to 40 percent, 
of the water contained therein to be expressed, 
thereby leaving the block sufficiently rigid to 
bear handling and transportation, but contain- 
ing enough water to cause the mineral powder to 
perfectly mix and amalgamate with the paper- 
stock in the engine, the blocks being depos- 
ited in the engine whole, one or more at a 
time, as may be wanted. By submitting the 
filling material to pressure in a wet state, the 
fluid that runs off under pressure carries with 
it any soluble impurities contained in the pow- 
der, including more or less natural acid, which 
results from the presence often of more or 
less sulphur in the gypsum from which the 
mineral filling is derived, thus leaving the 
pressed material in practically a neutral state.

A. G. Elliot & Co. are doing a good busi- 
ness because they handle almost every kind of 
paper wanted. R.O. Moorhouse & Co 
doing a good deal of paper machinery work. 
Wolf & Brothers report activity, and all of 
their increased capacity at work. The Whit- 
ing Paper Company, 18 South Sixth sireet, 
reports a little increased movement in writing- 
papers.

Mr. Abbe ex- 
pressed his belief, as soon as he learned that 
his company had put in the lowest bid on the 
registered package envelopes, that it would get 
the entire contract. The entire contract will 
aggregate $60,000, the saving to the govern- 
ment being $44,171. THE JouRNAL will, of 
course, give the result in full, but Third As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Hazen has fur- 
nished some figures to local parties that will 
be of interest. The number of envelopes 
needed, numbered from 1 to 8, will be 23,- 
413,100, the present price varying from $1.82 
to $3.12 per thousand. Under the new con- 
tract the prices will range from 63 cents to $2 
for the same sizes, which is a decrease of from 
$1.19 to $1.94%, or $33,889 on the whole. 
Of the registered package envelopes 8,552,000 
will be needed, for which $4.80 per thousand 
is now paid. The new contractors bid $3.72, 
a decrease of $1.08, or total of $9.236. The 
registered tag envelopes foot up $871,000, for 
which $3.10 a thousand has been paid ; this 
has been reduced to $1.90, and the saving will 
be $1,045. The substitution of manilla for 
canary paper is responsible for the reduction 
in some cases, and the depreciation of the 
cost of paper wil! account for the remainder.

of the Musical Courier, and Ralph Waggoner, 
of the Floral Cabinet. The tables were very 
tastefully arranged and decorated, flowers 
forming an important feature of the fou? en- 
semble.

With the cigars followed exercises of an 
intellectual character introduced by Howard 
Lockwood, who said : 


One year ago, I thought that we could congratulate our- 
selves upon a very important move that we then made. 
I refer to going into our present quarters, where we 
have a much larger establishment and are in every 
way situated so as to transact our business to better 
advantage. Having lived in these premises for the 
past year, I can now, with the greatest sincerity, con- 
gratulate you all and myself upon having made that 
change. Looking back over quite a number of years, 
I can sincerely say that at the present moment we are 
in better shape to conduct the business which we are 
called upon to handle, and we are better able to take 
care of any further business that may come to us, than 
at any earlier period of our business career. 

I have not many words to say thisevening. You 
know thatI am not aman of words; but I desire to 
take this occasion to express to you the pleasure I feel 
in considering the fidelity with which you have per- 
formed your duties during the past year ; and, in doing 
so, I wish to include the gentiemen of the editorial de- 
partment, under Colonel Colvin’s efficient manage- 
ment, and the gentlemen of the publication depart- 
ment, both those who hold the fort in the New York 
office and those who operate in our outposts at Boston, 
Chicago and Philadelphia, and the gentlemen cf the 
printing department. To one and all I wish to express 
my thanks for the assiduous attention with which you 
have taken care of the details of your several depart- 
ments. 

Looking back over a number of years, I can safely 
say, that I feel to-day that the fersonne/ of our estab- 
lishment is stronger than ever. A friend, who is in the 
habit of coming into my office quite frequently, said 
to me the other day : 


** You seem to run this establishment very easily ; the 
cares of business seem to rest upon you very lightly. 
How do you manage it?”’ 

I replied that, possibly, the explanation of this prob- 
lem was in the fact that I intrusted my different de- 
partments to the right people ; I put the right man in 
the right place. 

“ That is very easy for you to say, but do you not 
give any personal attention to the details of your differ- 
ent departments ?”’ 

I answered him that probably he had better consult 
one of the heads of the departments and find out. I 
am not quite sure whether he acted on my suggestion, 
but from what he said on a subsequent occasion I 
imagine that he had heard something which reminded 
him of the story told by Chauncey Depew of the late 
Dean Richmond. It was at the time when Dean Rich- 
mond was a power in the affairs of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad. The superintendent of the repair de- 
partment came to Mr. Richmond one day to consult 
him relative to the necessity of painting or repainting a 
number of freight cars. Mr. Richmond received his 
statement and rather objected to some of his proposi- 
tions, especially as to the color in which he wished the 
cars painted. Finally, Mr. Richmond said: “Sir, 
allow me to state that I give you the most unbounded 
freedom and latitude in the management of your de- 
partment ; allow me to further state that I hold you 
strictly responsible for the results in your department. 
Now, sir, you can paint these cars any color you please, 
provided you paint them red.” 


I do not wish to make a literal application of this 
Story to our business. I will readily admit that the 
Colonel and I now and then have a consultation as to 
the particular color which should be applied to a cer- 
tain editorial. In our Printing Department I do not 
always meet with the same success. As an illustration 
of that fact, I refer you to the menu of the present 
occasion, This menu was designed and printed up toa 
certain point without any consultation with me. When 
I was first told of the colors which this menu would 
assume, it wasentirely too late to change them; in 
fact, Mr. Maune came to me last Saturday and told me 
in effect that he would have consulted me, only that he

thought I might say: ‘* Maune, you can print these 
menus any color you please, provided you will print 
them red." [Applause.] 
might say fearfully, made. I saw my friend Anderson 
looking at his card, trying to guess what the figures 
are ; all of a sudden he seemed to look at them with an 
amazed sort of expression; he may have recognized 
some familiar friends. Mr. Parsons suggests that he 
may have seen a demon; at any rate, snakes! I 
imagine from the expression on his face that he said to 
himself, ‘‘My heavens! have I got them again?" 
(Great applause.] Gentlemen of the Printing Depart- 
ment, you see what you are responsible for. 

Now, my friends, this card announces that this is the 
thirteenth anniversary of the Parer Trave Journat. 
Let me refer you to the fact that it is also the twentieth 
anniversary of another event. Just twenty years ago 
—if you will allow me to digress for a moment—just 
twenty years ago, a certain youth left his country home. 
As fate would have it, he entered a paper warehouse as 
a green country boy. As to experience, he knew not 
what it was. He knew as much about experience as 
Goethe did when he asked his tutor what experience 
was, and received the following reply : 

“Experience is that experience which an experienced 
man experiences when experiencing his experience.” 

But, nothing daunted, this youth went on his way ; 
took hard knocks in good part, and, with the very 
audacity of inexperience, made his way and took advan- 
tage of the rather limited advantages which were 
offered. 

In the beginning of the year 1872, as my friend on the 
right (Mr. Parsons) will affirm, the outlook in the paper 
trade was rather unpromising, especially to a young 
man of limited means, and it was at that time that the 
youth I refer to conceived the idea that a newspaper in 
the interest of the paper trade might attract some at- 
tention in that trade. Of course, you will allow this 
youth to masquerade no longer, and so we remove his 
mask. 

Looking back, as I do to-night, over thirteen years 
ef experience, an experience purchased at some cost, 
after having started more than one journal of the 
character of the Paper Trape Journat, I will state sin- 
cerely that I do not take any credit whatever for hav- 
ing started the Paper TrRape JourNAL ; but consider- 
ing the character of the average trade journal devoted 
to different interests, and the manner in which many of 
them are handled, I do take credit for this one thing: 
the manner in which the Parer Trape Journar has 
been conducted. [Applause.] 

Now, I will not detain you by any long details of the 
various journals which have, as you are aware, evolved 
from this beginning ; nor will I refer at length to that 
journal which—I know you agree with me when I say 
it—is the greatest paper we have started; a paper 
which is subscribed for and read in every country in 
the world ; you know, of course, that I refer to the 
American Mail and Export Journal. {Applause.] 

I will now allude to the success which has attended 
the representation of the Lockwood Press at the differ- 
ent world’s expositions. Those.of you who have been 
connected with our establishment for some years know 
that we sent a modest exhibit to Melbourne years ago, 
and later on to other places; but from Melbourne to 
Sydney, from Sydney to Adelaide, from Adelaide to 
Christchurch and from Christchurch to Calcutta, our 
exhibits, modest as they were, have met with the recog- 
nition which we felt that they deserved. ‘* Gold” has 
been the almost exclusive award which we have received. 
[Applause.] I trust that John Hogan, who has repre- 
sented us at each and every one of these expositions, is 
not forgotten to-night. John Hogan, personally known 
to few of you, left his native country at the time of the 
Crimean war, and served with honor as a private in the 
Crimea. From thenee he went to Australia, and since 
then has not seen his native land. He represents us to- 
day at New Orleans. ’ 

The Lockwood Press sent to New Orleans two ex- 
hibits, one of periodicals, another of printing. We have 


received two gold medals, one for each exhibit. [Great 
applause. } 
Passing from these reminiscences, Mr. 


Lockwood remarked : 

And now, my friends, as has been our custom, I give 
you a sentiment : 

* Tue AMERICAN Paper Makers’ Association: May 
it strengthen and extend the influence of the industry 
which supplies an important medium for man’s intel- 
lectual and material advancement.” 

I take pleasure in connecting with it the name of 
W. H. Parsons, president of the National Association. 
At the same time let us fill our glasses and drink to the 
health of Mr. Parsons. 

In response to the toast, Mr. Parsons said : 

1 want to say to you that my friend Mr. Lockwood 
promised me that I should not be called upon to make 
aspeech. It is the first promise that he has ever made 
to me that he has broken. [Laughter.] Consequently I 
sat here perfectly at ease, with the feeling that it was 
the “other fellow’’ who was to be called upon fora 
speech, and at an early hour in the evening I was to 
slip away and go home. I am not going to speak to 
the toast which has just been read, for two reasons: 
First, that Iam not prepared to do so; it is a large sub- 
ject. 
occupy more than several hours in an after-dinner 


speech, and, having compassion upon you, I am going | 


to come to a matter which I think is perhaps more ap- 
propriate to the present occasion. 

I have watched the career of this “country youth” 
[laughter], and my mind goes back to the time when, 
looking out of my office window one day, I saw walk- 
ing out of a neighbor's store a tall lad—good looking 
—and it was not long afterward when this same lad, 
this ‘country youth,’’ came into my office on some 
business. I watched him with some interest. I was 
not at all surprised when, at a very early period 
after the time I speak of, he severed his old connec- 
tions and formed one of hisown. Very shortly after 
the Paper Trapve JourNnaAL was started. It moved into 
very moderate quarters into the store No. 74 Duane 
street, which I occupied for a great many years and 
owned for more. It has grown too large for its very 
modest headquarters of that day and is an honor and a 
credit to the paper trade, which I, occupying the posi- 
tion of President of the American Paper Makers’ As- 
sociation, delight to bonor [applause] and to accord to it 
that position which it deserves. These are not flatter- 
ing words ; I speak them as the feeling and sentiment 
of my heart. I think that Mr. Lockwood, while he has 
not always, by any means, been upon the right side, or 
the side upon which he ought to have been, yet, in 
the main, he has pursued a course which has accom- 
modated itself to the trade at large; 
for the trade I say that we have reason to be proud 
of the Parer Tape JourNnAL as an exponent of the 
paper trade. [Great applause]. E

paper trade, but I do not think this a suitable topic for 
an after-dinner speech. Iam, therefore, going to pro- 
pose a toast which I think very pertinent to the occa- 
sion :

Mr. Martin congratulated the Lockwood 
Press upon the work it had accomplished, 
and, after referring pleasantly to what he 
called the ‘‘spread-eagle” heading of THE 
STATIONER, said : 


The American Stationer goes wherever the eagle 
flies, and is read, pondered over and duly considered in 
all parts of the country, and I hope that the success 
which it has attained in the past will remain with it 
nthe future. There are many things of trade moment 
on which 7hke Stationer has given excellent advice 
and counsel, and there are other things which require 
the same treatment. One of the most important, and 
which from a trade point of view deserves great atten- 
tion, is the question of cheap postage. For a number 
of years, in season and out of season, I have labored 
for the reduction of letter postage, and I believe it isa 
matter to which a representative paper should give 
special attention. Two years ago the reduction was 
made from three cents to two cents, a step taken 
against the advice of the Post-Office Department, and 
others claiming to be well informed on the subject. 
The statistics of the department now show that the loss 
has been nearly made up by the increased number of 
letters passing through the mails. Cheap postage isa 
benefit to the stationery trade, and a movement which 
therefore ought to be sustained. With cheap postage 
business would increase, profits would increase, more 
advertisements would come in, the consumption of 
paper would increase, and finally there would be an in- 
creased consumption of envelopes. 

As to the Stationers’ Board of Trade, it is second to 
no organization in the United States for the amount of 
wealth, skill, intelligence, ability and business repre- 
sented. It is increasing in membership and in good 
works, and I hope that it will increase in its influence 
as rapidly as The American Stationer has increased. 
| The two, while not twin brothers, work in the same 
direction. They have made the trade better acquainted, 
and furnished to the trade information as to changes, 
failures, &c., which were valuable and necessary. The 
great trouble with the dealers is the lack of business 
capacity, and The Stationer can do good work in 
teaching men how to transact business. 

W. C. Martin, president of the Typothetz, 
spoke to the following toast : 

“TypotHet#: Exemplar of arts preservative and 
disseminative. To the printer and the bookmaker the 
world owes gratitude.”’ 

I can hardly say that there has been any special noti- 
fication served upon me by the proprietor of The Lock- 
wood Press in regard to making a speech. I had no 
idea that he would call me up. 

Now, it is said that one swallow does not make a 
summer, but two Martins, birds of the same genus, 
ought to make a spring. [Laughter.} Had I prepared 
a speech I might have prepared one in the style of 
** Boston Bits’’ or “‘ Chicago Chips,’’ or I could have 
made a “roundabout” speech [laughter], comprising 
all sorts of things, hits here and there and allusions to 
marvelous affairs concerning the trade. I see The 
American Stationer every week, and when I read 
over those “ bits” and “chips” I wonder whether 
in reality they were from correspondents in Boston, 
Cincinnati, or wherever else, or whether the Lock- 
wood Directory was beside the desk [laughter], and 
all that had to be, done was to refer to the names 
of firms, and to add that they were doing a tremen- 
dous business in filling orders—orders coming in faster 
than they could fill them—and whether true or not, I 
dare say it has had a good effect. Some of us would 
say that other people appear to be doing a great busi- 
ness, and it is necessary to stir around and do a good 
business too. Whether there is truth or not in that, I 
do not know, but truth is a hard thing to get at. I 
know that Gibbons, in his book on the history of Rome 
—the ** Decline and Fall,”’ I think it is called—stated 
that Nero. at the time of the burning of Rome, was on 
the front balcony of his palace fiddling and dancing, 
expressing great joy at the burning of the city. But 
was it truth? A grand modern writer said that it was 
far from being the truth. He said that instead of Nero 
being on the front balcony of his palace, he was in the 
retirement of his own chamber, practicing on the 
violin, and that he never appeared in public at all, ex- 
cept that he was rehearsing for a concert in behalf of 
the sufferers by the fire. [Great laughter.] Is there 
truth in that? 

I am a little surprised that we are meeting here, in 
the club house of an organization which is pledged to a 
party, and it may cause a good dea! of comment when 
“Mugwumps”"’ and Democrats assemble in the sacred 
halls of the Union League Club. [Laughter and ap- 
| plause.] But where is truth? Truth is said to be in 
the bottom of a well—well, I suppose that is said be- 
cause it is such a difficult thing to get at. 

I am rather surprised at the magnitude of this Lock- 
wood Press. Upon my word, I had no idea that there 
was such a corps, such an assemblage, connected with 
| the Lockwood Press. I thought that it was a respect- 
able sort of concern, and that the proprietor was a very 
respectable man [laughter], and I was sure of that be- 
cause he was a member of the Typothete. [Applause.] 
I do not suppose that any man not respectable could be 
a member of the Typotheta. But I am surprised to see 
that the Lockwood Press comprises managers, manip- 
ulators, &c., representing almost all forms of trade, and 
I feel as if I am a little out of place. 

I congratulate Mr. Lockwood upon having such a 
corps of assistants. He knows that I am not a speech- 
maker, and he will excuse me if I cut short these re 
marks. I am highly gratified—pleased beyond expres- 
| sion—to find that anything connected with the trade 
can be expanded into such magnificent proportions. 
Gentlemen, I am pleased—delighted—to find myself in 
such company. [Applause. |}

“Our Nationa, BANKING System.” 


In introducing the Hon. John J. Knox, Mr. 
Lockwood said that he considered he was par- 
ticularly honored in being able to call upon 
and associate with the sentiment the name of | 
the gentleman who for years occupied the 
office of Controller of the National Banking 


system. Mr. Knox, after relating a humorous 
anecdote, said : 


What is the best kind of paper and what is the worst 
kind of paper? Itseems to me that the best kind of 
paper would be a broad sheet of white paper made of 
the best linen, with nothing whatever upon it. If you 
put anything upon this piece of paper, it might be the 
Parer TRADE JouRNAL, or a paper that would be called 
a financial paper, or commercial paper, or some kind 
of paper that represented the trade of a grtat land like 
this, and gave the quotation upon which everybody 
could depend because it was true and honest. We 
would not make much difference about the editorship 
of the paper, provided the matter presented was true 
and honest and you could rely upon what was said. 
There are a great many kinds of bad paper, but worse 
than all is the promise to pay which is not worth any- 
thing at all. Not the promissory note that the bank 
may buy for roo cents, for that will not bankrupt the 
bank, but the promise to pay that goes to the hands of 
the whole country and is put into circulation, and for 
which people pay when it is not money. Noth- 
ing is money but coin that has an intrinsic value 
cf 25 8-10 grains. Nothing is worth a dollar unless 
it comes up to that standard, and nobody wishes a 
piece of paper which pretends to be worth 25 8-10 
grains of gold and is not worth it, such as I was accus- 
tomed to issue from the office of the Controller of 
Currency, because it was law. But I am happy to say 
that I had the privilege of remaining in Washington 
until that piece of paper became as good as a gold dol- 
lar. [Applause.} I had been for twenty years in the 
Treasury Department. I had been studying the Na- 
tional Bank law and had been advising the national 
banks generally, sometimes scolding a little, until finally 
I came to New York myself. I didn’t find it convenient 
to know as much about this national currency act. I 
was like the physician who was obliged to take his 
own medicine, or like the clergyman who was obliged 
to practise what he had been preaching. I had rather 
give advice to twenty men than to be one of twenty to 
follow my own instructions. [Applause.] The moral 
of all this is, to you gentlemen who are editing the 
Parer Trape JourNAL or American Stationer, be 
careful what you preach, or some day it may be neces- 
sary for you to practise what you preach. [Applause.] 

The next toast : 


“Tue Foreign Service or tHe Unirep StTatss: 
Fidelity and intelligence mark its administration.” 


Ingersoll Lockwood, formerly United States 
consul for the Kingdom of Hanover, in reply 
to this sentiment, stated that the mention of the 
consular service revived very pleasant mem- 


ories of a four years’ residence abroad, and 
then said : 

The stupendous increase of our manufactured prod- 
ucts which in 1830 only showed an invested capital of 
$532,000,000 in round numbers, with results valued at 
$1,019,000,000, claims attention. In 1880 the capital in- 
vested in the same line footed up $2,790,000,000, with 
an estimated product worth $5,370,000,000, showing an 
increase of 423 percent. Yet this vast increase was the 
output of only 2,732,000 bands and 251,000 establish- 
ments. This isa mere hint, a mere suspicion of what 
we are capable of doing. It can hardly be said that 
American manufacturing interests are in their infancy. 
It would be more truthful to say that they had not yet 
been born. Why, Great Britain, with a population of 
only 36,000,000, shows us an export trade of $1,528,- 
000,coo, to offset which we can make only the moderate 
exhibit of $111,330,242—this not including agricultural, 
mining, &c., products—as the value of our export trade 
in 1884. If by the year 1900 we can draw up neck and 
neck with the mother country, we shall be then selling 
the world in the neighborhood of $2 500,000,000. With 
food products it is the same thing. We have under 
cultivation only 540,000,000 acres of farm land ; that is, 
we are simply scratching on a little corner (3 pef cent.) 
of our vast domain. With proper development our re- 
public will be amply and easily able not only to clothe 
and feed the world, but to “ furnish them throughout,” 
so to speak. 

What, however, has been the course of our Govern- 
ment in relation to its consular service? It has been 
marked by carelessness, parsimony and indifference. 
Men, to whom are to be entrusted the almost sacred 
duty of making known to the world the vast resources 


and capabilities of which brief mention has been made, | 


are asked to go abresd and to give their entire time 
and energies to this mighty task, and to live on $1,000 
or $2,000 a year. 

Worse than this, men have been sent abroad on these 
difficult and exacting missions who were utterly with- 
out the proper qualifications. The pitiable sum of 


$400,000 is all this great republic, with its $100,000,000 | 


of surplus, can afford to expend for the salaries of 200 
consuls, while $290,000 is more or less wasted in sup- 
porting thirty-two legations. Our only interests, as a 
nation, with the world at large, are commercial. We 
have nothing to do with their intrigues, jealousies, 
boundary and dynastical disputes. Our republic's 
consular representatives should be gentlemen of the 
highest order, acquainted with the languages of the 
countries and thoroughly well informed on all ques- 
tions of trade, commerce and agriculture. They should 
be the skilled intermediaries between our manufactur- 
ers and their customers. Above all should a consul 
teach his country how to produce so as to Alease the 
foreign market, for trade and commerce are coy and 
cannot be bulldozed, as many Americans seem to 
think. The most hearty approval is due to a gifted 
writer who says: 

“When the same energy, persistence and foresight, 
which are now displayed in the manufacture of Ameri- 
can goods, are turned to the work of selling them, 
there will come the crisis of competition which Europe 
| will have cause to dread.

agencies in the new countries 
| where Germany, France and England are now compet- 
ing for commercial advantages ; when young men are 
sent to these agencies to learn the language and study 
the habits and wants of the people; when American 
| goods are made, packed, marked, and in every way 
adapted to the peculiar notions and requirements of the 
people for whose use they are destined, and when the |

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foreign service of the United States is placed upon the 
secure and sustained footing that has been found most 
advantageous by other nations, then it will be found 
that the people who have created a great nation within 
a century are merchants as well as manufacturers and 
farmers—that they know how to sell as well as create. 
There will then be heard far less than now of strikes and 
crises in American industry. and the United States will 
have taken the high and influential position as a com- 
mercial nation to which it is entitled by its unequaled 
resources, and the energy, enterprise and progressive 
spirit of its people.” 

A grand work has been accomplished by the A mer#- 
can Mail and Export Journal, Great impetus has 








| been given to this subject of extending our foreign 
| trade by the eminent jurist and statesma.n William M. 


Evarts. 

There are many of our consular force who have made 
their names prominent in advancing the interests of 
American commerce. Among these I may name: 
Consul Baker, of Buenos Ayres; Consul Griffin, of 
Auckland ; Consul-General Spencer, of Melbourne ; 
Consul Peixotto, of Lyons ; Consul Patten, of Crefeld ; 
Consul-General Van Buren, of Japan ; Consul Studer, 
of Singapore ; Consul Tanner, of Liege ; Consul Fair- 
child, of Liverpool, and Consul Shaw, of Manchester, 
who deserve special and honorable mention for their 
devoted attention to this all-absorbing question and for 
invaluable services rendered in their official capacities 
in bringing their nation into closer and more friendly 
commercial intercourse with the outside world. 


Charles K. Hammitt was called on to re- 
spond to 


“* AMERICAN Commerce: ‘ No pent-up Utica contracts 


our powers.’ Go forth unto the whole world and pro- 
claim it.”” 


Mr. Hammitt said : 

If there is anything that is important in connection 
with the future of this country it is the export trade, 
and in it the future prosperity of the country is wrapped 
up. The manufacturers of the country must find a new 
market for their present surplus stocks, and I believe 
that the present stagnation is owing to the fact that the 
export trade has not been developed as it should be. In 
1877 the American Maitland Export Journal made its 
appearance for the purpose of stimulating the export 
trade of the United States, and it has been circulated 
throughout the entire world, so that there is not a 
clime, there is not an important point in the world that 
has not received a copy of the journal, and that has not 
through its pages had the commerce of America brought 
before it. This journal was also circulated very liberally 
among the manufacturers of this country and its repre- 
sentatives were sent out to visit them and call their at- 
tention to the export trade, and I don’t know but that 
thousands of the manufacturers of this country have 
their attention directed by it to the fact that there is a 
possibility of their securing a foreign market. Hun- 
dreds of them are now enjoying a lucrative export 
trade as the result of the effort in this direction. From 
1877 to 188: the growth of our exports under the 
influence of the liberal circulation of this and kin- 
dred journals grew in rapid proportion, so much that 
it stimulated domestic trade and our factories were 
running to their utmost capacity, until our manufac- 
turers, who had become interested in the export trade 
were, many of them, led to believe that it was unneces- 
sary for them to seek further opportunities in that di- 
rection, and withdrew their efforts. Within a single 
year after the withdrawal of these efforts, there was a 
drop from $902,377,346 in 1881 to $650,542,257 in 1882, or 
almost 28 per cent., and since then it has not regained 
the position from which it has fallen. ; 

Mr. Hammitt closed by reviewing some of 
the difficulties in the way of the manufacturers, 
and, among other remedies, proposed a grad- 
ual change in the tariff. 

Mr. Lockwood then introduced Samuel Y. 
Allaire, who, he said, had contributed to every 
issue of THe PAPER TRADE JOURNAL since it 
was started. 


Mr. Allaire made a few remarks in reply. 
To the toast of 
“ Tue Paper Crry,” 


D. P. Crocker, secretary of the American Pa- 
per Makers’ Association, replied by saying that 
|as Mr. Parsons had already spoken for the 

paper makers, he himself did not expect to be 
| called up. 
| The doctrine of evolution was formerly well illus- 
| trated in the making of clean, white paper from filthy 
| rags, but now even that illustration was going out of 
date and the paper makers were falling back on the 
forests. The paper-making industry had reached a 
new era, and instead of filthy rags it was now a ques- 
tion of spruce wood, and poplar and ground wood and 
chemical fibre. 

William M. Patton responded for Philadel- 
| phia, and made some telling points in favor of 
the export trade, giving some striking in- 
stances of the success attending the efforts of 
manufacturers who had pushed out in that 
line. He believed that the requirements of 
the various countries should be studied and 
the wants met by American manufacturers to 
a much greater extent than they at present 
are. 

Marc A. Blumenberg responded to ‘‘ Music,” 
|and amused the audience by some reminis- 
| cences of a publisher's experience. 

Edward C. Anderson made some humorous 
criticisms on the menu, after which Colonel 
Crocker related his experiences on his recent 
trip through the South, and spoke heartily 
and cordially in favor of protection as ap- 
plied to the industries of this country. 

The proceedings were enlivened throughout 
with music and song, and with ‘‘ Auld Lang 


Syne” the annual dinner of the Lockwood 
Press was brought to a close.

ONE of the English trade journals pro- 


| tests against German counterfeits of 
| English watermarks, and in so doing 
| it indicates the severe condition to 
| which the British paper trade is be-} 
ing reduced by the competition of 
cheap German papers. No one except 


those concerned in a forgery will plead 
any excuse for counterfeiting a water- 
mark or for putting any spurious or decep- 
tive trademark or label on goods. We 
have always condemned frauds of this de- 
scription, and we join with our contem- 
porary in the hope that some effective 
measures may be adopted to put an end 
to them. The competition to which our 
English friends are thus subjected could, 
however, be defeated to a great extent if 
a duty was levied on all imports of the 
“cheap and nasty” character, concern- 
ing which the British paper maker is now 
growling. 








SoME incidental remark was made at a 
late social gathering as to the usefulness 
or desirability of building steamships and 
extending lines of ocean communication 
which should be distinctively American. 
It was claimed by one that it was not 
necessary for American manufacturers 
to look to direct communication, but 
that if they displayed the necessary 
energy in pushing their trade, the 
required facilities would come to them 
unsought. Opposed to this a well-known 
paper maker expressed himself strongly 
in favor of building up our own marine 
service, and of looking to the Govern- 
ment for aid, which could very well be 
spared, in promoting our lines of com- 
mercial communication. We have had 
something to say on this subject before, 
and while we do not deny that means 
will be provided in the course of time, if 
we only show that they are wanted, we 
agree with the paper maker that some 


encouragement is due from the Govern- 
ment. This encouragement may be 
called “subsidies” or by any other 


name which those who oppose or favor 
it may choose, but taking no other 
form than that of paying liberally for 
services which will be rendered 
no more than we ought to do in view 
of the great and beneficent results likely 
to accrue from the increase of our foreign 
trade. Other countries pay bounties to 
those who build ships and put them on 
regular service, and even if our bounty 
took no other form than that of liberal 
payment for carrying the mails, which 
American vessels ought of right to trans- 
port, we should still be doing something 
to encourage and assist the extension of 
our trade.

Trade Talks. 


D. P. Crocker, Crocker Manufacturing Com- 
pany, ITolyoke : ‘‘ | have just returned from a 
trip through the South. I went through the 
West first, through the Mississippi Valley to 
New Orleans, then through the Gulf States 
up the coast and so home. I never was 
more disappointed in my life at what I 
saw. At New Orleans I saw a great ex- 
position—a wonderful exposition, considering 
the section of country in which it was placed. 
It was what I didn’t see that made me, as a 
manufacturer, come home blue. I supposed 
that after the war was over, and the ‘‘ bloody 
shirt” was buried so deep that it could not be 
dug up, we had a great section of country 
to supply with goods; but in New Orleans, 
visiting the Exposition, I saw only men and 
women from the Middle States, from 
the Western States, and from all the 
parts of the country. I saw 
that the people of New Orleans or its 
| vicinity did not come near it, and when I took 
the train from New Orleans along the coast 
line I saw the reason why. The population 
there is utterly unable to consume our goods 
and our manufactures. They looked to all 
appearances as though they had not patronized 
a manufacturer of woolen or cotton or any 
other kind of goods for the last twenty years. 
They are impoverished by the previous man- 


our export trade to help us. While in the 
City of Mexico I had an interview with a 
smart business man there, who, in response to 
my request, agreed to send me samples of all 
papers and envelopes used in Mexico, I agree- 
ing that they would be placed before the trade 
A few days later I received a 
package of samples including the envelopes. 
I sent to twenty or thirty mills, stating that I 
had these samples and the prices at which the 
goods were selling in Mexico. What was the 
result? Up to this time I have not received 
a single response to my invitation to even look 
over the samples. As long as that spirit pre- 
vails we cannot supply Mexico or South Amer- 
ica with our goods.”

J. F. Anderson, Jr., J. F. Anderson, Jr., & 
Co.—‘‘ Trade does not seem to improve, and 
goes along about as it has for three or four 
weeks past. Prices, which are low, are not 
changed. Nothing has developed, so far as I 
know, in regard to the two weeks’ shut-down 
of the mills recommended by the Wriing 
Committee, and my opinion is that the plan 
of a four weeks’ shut-down would have been 
more beneficial to the trade than that now pro- 
posed. I have not seen the Holyoke men this 
week, for the reason that there have been only 
a few in town, owing to the fact that it is the 
last week in the month. The price of paper is 
now lower than that of stock, and mill men 
| feel that the latter must come down still more. 
| Stock men, particularly domestic packers, are 
very sensitive to every wind that blows, and 
their prices go up or down very quickly, as 
was strikingly i‘lustrated in the fall and early 
part of last winter. As to disinfection, the 
| general impression is that the Treasury De- 
partment has no legal foundation for its 
action ; and should the Attorney-General so 
decide, I think that the various Health officers 
will take a sensible view of the matter and 
apply restrictions only to rags coming from 
infected ports. The course adopted in regard 
to the whole question has been more by way 
of bowing to public feeling and sentiment than 
to actual and necessary requirements.”

Disinfection continues to be a 
live and interesting topic of discussion, espe- 
cially the disinfection of rags by sulphur on 
the other side of ‘‘the pond.” The rags 
alleged to have been disinfected by sulphur are 
odorless so far as fumes such as are supposed 
to constitute the atmosphere of Hades are 
concerned, and, it is said, that some of the 
rags, if sulphur-disinfected at all, must have 
been so treated upon the same basis as a church 
oyster stew is made by allowing the shadow 
of the oyster to fall over some boiling water. 
The custom-house officials are, of course, 
obliged to pass all stock having the necessary 
inspector's certificate, but the health officer of 
the port is not bound by that document, and 
one inspector is said to have been told that 
while a lot of sulphur-disinfected rags would 
be allowed to enter, he ‘‘must not do so 
again,” or if he did, the stock would have to 
be again disinfected here. So this question is 
discussed, the stock men meantime hoping 
that the mill men’s stocks will give out, the 
latter personages per contra, hoping that the 
prices of rags will weaken. Imports are still 
light, the total figures for this week being 
4,489 bales, of which 1,522 bales were rags, 
221 bales were old papers, 1,500 bales were 
wood pulp and 1,266 bales were manillas. Of

The Manufacture of Postal Cards, 
Stamps and Envelopes. 


(Continued.) 


POSTAL CARD AGENCY. 

The paper used for postal cards is manufac- 
tured at Castleton, N. Y., and in the same 
building where the cards are printed. 

The paper is delivered from the mill to the 
printing-room in sheets of suitable sizes to 
print forty cards on each. The number of 
sheets printed are automatically counted when 
going through the presses. The printed sheets 
are stacked until the ink is thoroughly dried, 
after which they are cut into strips of ten cards 
each ; they are then delivered to the girls in 
charge of the rotary cutters, where they are 
cut and made into packages of twenty-five 
cards. The packs of good cards are banded, 
placed in boxes containing 500 and delivered 
to the store-room, and the spoiled cards are 
each day counted and destroyed by the agent 
of the department. 

When an order is received from the depart- 
ment for supplying post-offices, the first step 
taken is to verify the same. Cards equal to 
the daily aggregate of the order are withdrawn 
from the store-room and packed for mailing 
in accordance with the labels previously pre- 
pared by the agent’s clerks.
